ELIMINATING RABIES. 


The Springfield (Mass.) Republican deprecaies the attitude of 
many uustudious people who are skeptical of the existence of nydro- 
phobia, and refers them for conviction to a recent bulletin issued by 
Surgeon General Wyman, of the public health service. 

In the most straightforward manner, Dr. Wyman sets forth that 
rabies itself, once full& developed, is incurable, that taken in time 
it is extremely likely to be forestalled bythe Pasteur treatment, and 
'that the one sure means of extermination is in eliminating ‘infected 


/ animals. 
| It will be remembered that officials of the Georgia state board of 


health sevgral months ago issued statements, warning the people 
that hydrophobia was on the increase in this state, and that vigorous 
and watchful measures were indispensable to its control. 

The first essential after a person has been bitten\by an animal 


' presumably suffering from rabies, is to get them at once to a Pas- 


teur institute, having the head of suspected animal mednwhile exam- 
|ined for traces of the disease. If the animal is given a clean bill, 
| the Pasteur treatment will not have hurt the patient. If the animal 
|is proved to have been suffering with rabies at the time it attacked 
the patient, the latter will have a good start toward warding off a de- 
velopment of the disease, with most of the chances in his or her 
favor. 
The coming of cold weather is a good time to remind the public 
} that hydrophobia, contrary to current belief, is not exclusively a 
“warm weather disease. It only seems so, for the reason that both ani- 
'mals and people have a wider ranging latitude during the open sea- 
son and thus the opportunities for coming in contact with infection 
are multiplied. But hydrophobia is as easily contracted, of itself, and 
as deadly, during the winter as the summer. 
In its persistent education of the people along this line, and in 
its maintenance of a départment for the free treatment of hydro- 
phobia suspects the state board of health is to be highly commended. 
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GETTING THE RIGHT PRICE FOR COTTON. 


Within a few weeks the south’s cotton crop, for which all civili- 
zation is waiting, will reach full maturity and be ready for the mar- 
ket—if the market is ready for the crop. 

The concurrence of the two conditions should be the principle 
upon which the southern farmer lets go his staple.. The Constitu- 
tion has often reiterated that the prevailing custom of dumping cot- 
ton on the market as fast as it is ginned, is one of the most pernicious 
and unbusinesslike practices in southern commerce. 

‘It plays directly into the hands of the speculative element striv- 
ing to beat down the price of the staple, and tends to withhold from 
the farmer the price to which he is justly entitled, 

In this connection, timely words of warning are spoken by 
“Cotton and Cotton Oil News,” as follows: 

The press of the south should, with one voice cry out against the 
custom cotton growers have usually followed 6f submerging the mar- 
ket early in the season with spot offerings. 

The policies of the Farmers’ Union have been such as to encour- 
age the holding movement, both through the erection of bonded 
warehouses and through the fixing of a minimum price.

Instances of How the Southern People Are Ostracised in 
Federal Affairs. 


~,

Isn’t it wonderful how well the 
south gets along without depending 
upon a fair share of the big jobs from 
the federal pie counter? 

We hear much about the wiping 
out of “sectionalism’ and even Presi- 
dent Taft has generously adjured us 
to forget our traditional loya#fy to de- 
mocracy and get in line with his brand 
of nationalism! 

Yet in making up his cabinet of nine 
department heads he pretended to give 
the south just one of the number— 
and he was a resident and, it is relia- 
by said, a registered voter in Chi- 
cago. Secretary Dickinson cannot well 
escape the legal dictum that “where 
you launder you live!* Therefore. 
the entire south, with a third of the 
population of the states, has but one 
alleged member of the presidential 
eabinet. What do you think of that 
for fair play? 


Going over to the state department 
we fiind sixteen under-chiefs listed 
and not one of them from a southern 
state. Yet those sixteen draw $44,800 
in annual saiaries. 

Under this department is the for- 
eign service—diplomatic and consular 
—and of ten ambassadors the south 
has none; of thirty “envoys extraor- 
dinary and ministers plenipotentiary” 
there is oné southern man, Leslie 
Combs, of Kentucky, who is E. E, and 
M. P. in Peru. These thirty are paid 
$314,000 a year, and the lone southern 
man gets $10,000 out of that huge 
roll. 

There are forty-six secretaries of 
legations, of which four are appointed 
from the south—one from Virginia and 
three from Louisiana. 

Of 228 consuls general and princi- 
pal consuls in foreign lands, only 
twenty-nine, or a shade over one- 
tenth the number, are accredited to 
the southern one-third of the nation. 
Georgia has only three out of the 
twenty-nine, which is only one-third 
her proportion on the basis of na- 


tional! populatiom 


Walk, Row, around to the treasury 
department and take a look-in. It has 
a directory of thirty-six big sub-lieu- 
tenants, drawing total salaries of 
$141,750, and of the number only four 
hail from south of Mason and Dixon's 
line, with combined stipends of $20,- 
500. Five Illinois men in this depart- 
ment draw together $19,750, or just 
$750 less than Is given to the men who 
represent the entire southern bunch 
of states in the national treasury. 


The war department is not served 
by political appointees, but the bu- 
reau heads are officers of the regular 
army, as a rule, and act under regu- 
lar details or by seniority of rank. 
Here the south gets, however, only 
five of the twenty-eight chiefs. 

It is interesting, too, to note that 


eral Ernest A. Garlington, is the only

regular army officer who is 
of an ex-confederate general (the late

one of the southerners, Inspector Gen- | 


General A. C: Garlington, of Atlanta), 
to attain the rank of brigadier general 
in the United States' army. He was 


appointed a cadet in the United States 


Military academy from South Caro- 
lina, and has risen steadily to his 
present high rank, with a medal of 
honor for special bravery in the In- 
dian battie of Wounded Knee. His re- 
tirement is not due until February 20, 
1917. 


In the postoffice department, run by 
Steam Roller Hitcheock, there are fif- 
teen leading chiefs, but no southern 
man was able to fill any one of the 
positions—in Hitchoock’s view of the 
matter.

Then, in the interior department 
there are nineteen slated chiefs and 
not a southerner in the outfit. Per- 
haps “Sticker Dick” Ballinger thinks 
he could not trust a southern man to 
agree with his Cunningham-Guggen- 
heim ‘conservation ideas! 


Out of sixteen head men in the de- 
partment of justice the southern 
states are represented only by Assist- 
ant Attorney General James A. Fow- 
ler, of Tennessee. 


Uncle Jim Wilson manages to run 
the department of agriculture. with- 
out any other southern aid than that 
of Vic Olmstead, of North Carolina, 
the indispensable statistician. 


The department of commerce and 
Labor schedules twenty high officers, 
and only one of them is from ‘the 
south. And of thirteen other special 
big offices, the southern states also 
get one—a civil service commissioner 
from Louisiana. 

We get one of the eight officials of 
the interstate commerce commission 
—Commissioner Judson C, Clements, 
of Rome, Ga. 

In the Spanish treaty claims com- 
mission of five judges, the south gets 
one in the person of Judge William 
L. Chambers, of Alabama. 

On the board of Indlan commission- 
ers, with ten members, the southern 
people have’no representative, while 
New York has five and Pennsyivania 
has two.

One might cite a score of other in- 
stances to illustrate how carefully the 
south’ is ostracised in making ap- 
pointments upon. federal commission- 
ers of all kinds, but what's the use? 
We are tabu in all republican admin- 
istrations because we persistently 
vote the democratic ticket, and never 
before in the history of our country 
has the rule “to the victors belong the 
spoils” been so absolutely followed 
than since the republican party began 
to run the nation.

Cut by Bailiff Warren. 


Bailiff Warren Went to At- 
- chisson’s Rooms to Serve 
Warrant, Sworn Out by His 
Landlady, and Rough and 
Tumble Scrap F ollowed. 


Horace L. B. Atchisson, aged 40, for- 
merly of Athens, Ga., engaged in a 
bloody rough-and-tumble fight with 
Bailiff P. W. Warren, of Justice Edgar 
Orr’s court, at 6:30 o'clock last night 
when the officer came to serve a war- 
rant on Atchisson in his rooms at 10 
Garnett street. 

As a result, Atchisson is now a pris- 
oner in the Tower, suffering. with 
long knife cuts across his ehest and 
arms, painfully but not. seriously 
wounded. : 

Warren, the bailiff, came out of the 
fight with no less hurts than a knot 
on his head, where he claims Atchis- 
son used a chair in getting him out 
of the house. 

Graduate of Two Colleges. 

Atchisson;- who came to Atlanta | 
three weeks ago with his wife and two 
Children, Horace and Olivia, says he 
was a law agent of the government for 
twenty years and was graduated at the 
University of Georgia and at George- 
town, 

He has been in Atlanta only a few 
weeks. He got employment as solic- 
itor with an insurance company. 

The lady from whom he had been 
renting his rooms for himself and fam- 
ily late Friday afternoon swore out 
a warrant against him in Justice Orr's 
court, alleging that Atchisson had 
swindled her out three weeks’ 
board. 

When Bailiff Warren went to serve 
the warrant he found Atchisson alone 
in a back room of the ‘house, attired 
in his night clothes and reading. Mrs. 
Atchisson and the children were at 
Supper in a neighborhood boarding 
house. 

When Warren, who is 53 years old, 
and claims that he never carries weap- 
ons with him when serving warrants, 
informed Atchisson of the purpose of 
his call,~ Atchisson asked him to wait 
until Mrs. Atchisson came. 

Warren states that he waited fully 
half an hour, and Mrs. Atchisson nev- 
er came. He insisted then on finish- 
ing his business, and Atchisson asked 
to see the warrant. Warren says that 
then Atchisson crumpled the warrant 
up and told him to leave. 

Warren was in the act of leaving 
the room U0 cal! in the police, when 
Atchisson, it is alleged, picked up-.a 
chair and knocked Warren under the 
bed. 

Warren rose, and 
been. knocked across 
chisson, who jumped on him and, 
is alleged, began to beat him. 

Warren reached for his pocketknifa, 
succeeded in opening it while the 
heavier man was grappling with him, 
and slashed Atchisson several times, 
inflicting deep fleSh wounds across the 
chest and arms. 

Hit Him With Chair. 

When the blood began to flow, At- 
chisson let go and the bailiff started 
out of the room. As he reached the 
front door he alleges that Atchisson 
gave him another tap with the chair. 

Reaching the street, Warren called 
to a negro to telephone for the police. 
Warrent was guarding the front door 
when the auto patrol arrived. 

Bleeding from his wounds from head 
to foot, and still secantilly attired, his 
thin garments saturated with .the 
crimson, Atchisson threw a blanket 
around his shoulders and was whirled 
to the Grady hospital for attention. 

Not Seriously Wounded. 

An examination of his wound at the 
hospital showed that <Atchisson was 
not seriously hurt, although a number 
of stitches were necessary to close 
the gashed places. He was trans- 
ferred to the police station and theh 
to the Tower, where Bailiff Warren 
left instructions for the jailer to re- 
fuse him bail. 

Later Mrs. Atchisson and the two 
children visited Atchisson at the pris- 
on and got in communication with 
friends and an aitorney. 

There were no eye-witnesses to the 
bloody encoanter. The room was torn 
up, and the bed and floor was spotted 
with crimson, which the landlady, who 
lives across the street, later closed up 
the house.

Chicago, September 30.—Représenta- 
tive Henry A. Sheppard, of Jerseyville, 
Ill., a democrat, testified today before 
the ‘Lorimer investigating committee 
that he was induced to vote for Sena- 
tor Lorimer on the verbal promise of 
Mr. Lorimer that he would do all in 
his power to prevent the appointment 
of two certain Jerseyville men to the 
postmastership ‘of that. town.

He testified that 
he refused to vote for Mr. Lorimer 
after being informed by Minority 
Leader Lee .O’Neil Browne that there 
were good state jobs or “plenty of the 
necessary” in prospect if he voted that 
way. | 

Link Got $1,900 for Vote. 

Representative Michael Link testified, 
that he received $1,000 from Browne 
and $900 from Representative Wilsoa, 
in St. Louis. but insisted that the 
money was not a payment for hi# vote, 
which he declared he cast for Senator 
Lorimer because of his position in 
favor of federal aid in the Illinois sinc 
waterways project. 

Representative John H. DewWolf, ot! 
Fulton county, declared that he voted 
for Senator Lorimer to “break the 
deadlock,” and that he was not prom- 
ised anything for his vote, nor did he 
receive anything for it.

Mr. Harley made a statement in 
which he admitted that his place had 
been found unclean a few times in the 
jpast, but now he was keeping it first- 
class. 

The milk inspector said that the 
dairy was now all right, ang recom- 
mended that Mr. spe ay be given one 
more chance. 

The board adopted a resolution al- 
lowing the place to be kept open pro- 
vided Mr. Harley followed all the in- 
structions of the inspector. 

The Inman Park Dairy. 

This is the second dairy that has 
been reported recently. There was one 
in Inman Park which came up before 
the ordinance .committee of council. 
The milk from this dairy, {t was stated, 
had poisoned ten persons who had used 
it, and all these ten had typhoid fever. 
The Inman Park dairy has been closed 
for thirty days, and the dairyman is 
feeding his milk to the hogs. 

The board of health is determined, 
it was stated, to give Atlanta absolute- 
ly pure milk or none at all.

The Williamsport counterfeit is of 
a higher degree of perfection than

National bank notes in every city 
will be é@¢xamined immediately by se- 
cret service men to determine how ex- 
tensive the issue has been. The fact 
that the first was made on a bank in 
the west and appeared simultaneously 
with another on a bank in the east, 
convinced Chief Wilkie that the plans 
of the counterfeiters have been well- 
laid and and that the extent of their 
ramifications is problematical.

Born in Boston in 1836, Homer came

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FOR BEER SALOONS 


Atlanta Has 195, and That 
Is Sufficient, Decides Po- 


lice Committee, 


No incréase in the number of near 
beer saloons in Atlanta. No more new 
licenses issued—not a single one. 

The police committee of council an- 
nounced yesterday afternoon that it 
was its trrevocable policy forever 
hereafter not to grant a license for any 
near beer saloon, no matter who the 
applicant may be, and no matter whose 
“influence” he secures. 

The committee said that the 196 near 
beer saloons were enough and there 
should be no more. 

The committee had up‘fér considera- 
tion seven new applications’ for licenses 
and they were all turned down, stern- 
ly and emphatically turned down. 

“Tell the near beer people,” stated 
Alderman Pomeroy, chairman of the 
committee, to a reporter of The Con- 
stitution, ‘‘that 
is as Strong as the laws of the Medes 
and Persians. Tell them that they may 
as well not come here again, for we 
will not even read their petitions.”

THEY WERE PREPARED 
FOR MONEY DEMAND 


New York, September 30.—The mod- 
erate effect produced on the money 
market by the week's shifting of cash 
reserves musi be explained by the con- 
ditions of the credit account among 
stock exchange commission houses. 
Months ago precautionary loans were 
taken on time by many houses in fear 
tha t the autumn might develop a 
severe stringency in the money mar- 
ket. The foresightedness of the brok- 
ers, like that of the banks, now bears 
its fruit and helps to escape the con- 
Sequences which. were seen in prospec- 
tive. The listless and inds#sfferent 
Stock markeis have left little demand 
for the resources thus made available 
in time loans and they are pui out 
again in call loans to other borrowers 
as demand prices. There must be 
some such explanation for the fact 
tiat call loan rates on the last day 
of .he quarter today did not go above 
3 per cent, in spite of a week’s outgo 
of cash estimated at ten to twelve 
million dollars out of reserves. that 
carried an actual] surplus of only $17,- 
500,900 las. Saturday. The financing 
of the $170,000,000 dividend and inter- 
est payments for October is assumed 
to have made large demands upon 
bank credits as well this week. 

The shipments of cash during the 
week by express seém to have taken 
a comparatively small sum on balance 
from the banks, but the $9,913,000 loss 
On subtreasury operations reflects in- 
ark money demands to a large ex- 
en 

Drafts on New York banks from in- 
terior correspondents for payments .to 
the government on account of internal 
revenue taxes have been on a large 
scale, this being a usual incident of 
the season of crop moving demand for 
currency. Discounts itn foreign money 
markets held firm on the last day of 
the quarter, but demand for remittance 
from New York relaxed with the com- 
pletion of the stock market settle- 
ment in London and foreign exchange 
raies receded. The absence of dia- 
turbance in the call money markei left 
the speculative movement in stocks 
free from constraint on that account. 
Ii was assumed, apparently, that with 
the turn of the month there might be 
a reflux of funds to the money mar- 
ket and relaxation in interest rates. 

Advantage was taken of the situa- 
tion to push forward into active 
strength a large number of stocks 
which have had little part in the mar- 
ket’s doings for some time pas. In 
the meantime there have been distinct 
upward movements on a selected few 
stocks which have absorbed nearly all 
the dealings in the market. The se- 
lecved few fell into the background 
comparatively today their proportion 
of the tota] dealings falling away in 
a marked degree. They..-also stood 
nearly still in the price movement. It 
looked like a price adjustment to 
bring inactive issues in to conformity 
with the advance, which has occufred 
in a few leaders. 

It was preeminently a markét of 
specialties. Reasons were advanced in 
some cases for the movement. The ad- 
vance in Western Union was on rumors 
of a merger with the American Tele- 
phone for which no official counte- 
nance could be had. Erie was bene- 
fited by the good showing of August 
net earnings. Some of the southern 
railroad stocks were affected by the 
extraordinary incredses in population 
of a number of southern cities, dis- 
closed by the census’ returns. A re- 
ported restoration of asking price for 
Lake Copper and Calumet was a fac- 
tor in the copper group.

COTTON CONDIAUN 


SHOWS FALLING OFF} 


Average of 65.7 Against 70.7 
Per Cent Last Month 
Shown in Reports. 


New York, September 30—Special.)— 
The Journal of Commerce and Com- 
mercial Bulletin tomorrow will say: 

The condition of cotton, on an aver- 
age date of Septembef 23, as ascer- 
tained by over 1,800 special correspond- 
ents The Journal of Commerce and 


Commercial Bulletin was 65.7 per cent, 
against 70.7 per cent last month and 
59.5 per cent a vear ago at this time. 
This is a drop of 5 points. being less 
than.in any of the past ten years, ex- 
cept in 1905, when the deteriorat’on 
amounted to only 3 points. The aver- 
age deterioration for the past ten 
years, according to these special re- 
ports, is 6.7 points, while the average 
ten-year condition is 67 per cent. 

The heavy depreciation in Oklahoma 
of 18.9 points was due chiefly to dry, 
hot winds and the boll worms. Texas 
passed through the month with oniy 
a loss of 2.3 pints, owing to the.com- 
parative absence of the boll weevil. 
Drought, however, casued premature 
opening. Arkansas, Louisiana and 
Mississippi lost 10.5 points, 8.3 points 
and 7.1 points respetively, owing 
largely to the boll weevfl and hot, dry 
weather.

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TALKS OF PLANS 


On Leaving Office Will 
Go to Cherokee Farm. 


Executive Intends to Settle 
Down to Practical Life of a 
Farm and to His Long Neg- 
lected. Literary Work --- Will 


Build New House on Farm. 


Since his return from Cherokee 
county. on Tuesday, Governor Brown 
has discussed with enthusiasm with 
friends his plans for the extensive im- 
provement of his farm in that county 
and his intention to settle down there 
comfortably when he leaves office 
next June. 

Politics has been forgotten, and the 
larger part of the conversation of the 
governor with visitors, after official 
business has been transacted, is of 
crops and cattle, dairying and the best 
breed of corn. 

The governor is looking forward to 
his retirement from political life with- 
out a regret, but rather cheerfully 
and almost gleefully. 

“Tt is the first vacation I have had 
since I went on the ratiroad commis- 
sion six years ago,” he said to The 
Constitution representative. 

Settle Down to Farm Life. 

“T have long had plans for settling 
down to the practical life of a farm 
home, and I have also- long neglected 
literary work, which will claim my 
attention. 
county was owned by my grandfather, 
and the house now standing there is 
over sixty years old. I will build near 
it a new house for my family, and it 
will be all ready for occupancy by 
summer.’”’ 

So immediately upon his turning 
over the reins of office to his suc- 
cessor, who was also hi spredecessor, 
Governor Brown will seek the fertile 
valleys and the wooded hills of Cher- 
okee. 

His farm property now embraces 
1,027 acres. Of this number, 175 acres 
are in rich bott@m land, and another 
700 acres are divided into three pas- 
tures, well watered by the branches 
from twe've springs that rise in al- 
most every hollow. *° larger part 
of the pasture land wooded, and 
the governor will apply scientific for- 
estry methods in putting it in shape. 

“I am going to plow my Dottom land 
next month,” he said, in telling of his 
farming operations, “and have ,. just 
bought a twenty-horse power engine. 
We will break up the ground to a 
depth of 14 inches, and after the fall 
and winter rains have soaked in, we 
will never know next summer whether 
there has been a drouth or not, The 
portable engine will drag three plows 
and break up a strip of ground 42 
inches wide. We can plow the whole 
175 acres with this engine in ten days, 
where it formerly took six weeks. 
When the engine is not employed in 
this way, I can use it in sawing tim- 
ber.” 

Also Ratses Cotton. 

While corn, oats and stock are the 
main products of the governor's Cher- 
okee county farm, he also raises some 
cotton. In 1908 he raised thirty-three 
bales, and in 1909 ralseq twenty-four 
bales. He says this is a bad year for 
cotton. 

“We buy a lot of cattle in the mid- 
dle of the winter, and always having 
plenty of corn, can feed the cattle 
untit spring without much expense, 
when we turn them into the wood pas- 
tures. Last December we bought 
twenty-four head, carrying them 
through the winter, and then turning 
them out in April. We did not give 
a mouthful of feed, but the cattle 
made their living in the pastures. We 
sold twelve of the poorest for $70 more 
than all twenty-four cost, and twelve 
of the others ‘will drop calves in a 
month or so.” , 

Then the governor began to describe 
his bull, whom he calls Rex Oonan 
the second. 

“He is one of the finest in the south,” 
said Governor Brown enthusiastically. 
“He has really the most royal biood 
of his kind in him. His line dates 
back to Rector and Signal, and any 
man familiar with Jerseys knows 
what that means. Landseer’s Fancy, 
a sister of his grandfather's grand- 
father, gave 936 pounds of butter in 
one year. There have been others 
since bred up to beat this record. but 
I think there was none in that day.” 

The. governor is planning his new 
home with the skill of a landscape 
gardener, the experience of a_ city 
dweller who wants all the modern con- 
veniences of bath tubs and mosquito 
netting, and the insight of the prac- 
tical farmer who knows how to make 
scientific farming pay. 

He will not live in the old house 
now occupied by his overseer, but will 
build a new one for the family. The 
governors place is just 20 miles from 
Marietta, and four miles from Holly 
Springs, on the Etowahgpiver, and six 
miles from Canton.

Plans Made for Exposi- 
tion on Large Scale. 


Postponement of One Year Is 


Necessary in Order to Present: 


Show of Magnitude Desired. 
The Actual Preparations Will 
Probably Begin in January. 


The Land Owners’ exposition will 
not be held until the fall of next year, 
according to a @ecision of the pro- 
moters of the enterprise yesterday. 

The proposition, the promoters have 
come to realize, is a far larger one 
than they at first thought, and they 
have reached the conclusion that there 
is not now sufficient time to put on 
such an exhibition as they wish to 
hold. * : 

In addition to this, the promoters 
found it next to impossible to secure 
the services just at present of either 
of the two men they wished to put in 
active charge of the show. Frank 
Weldon, who was first selected to 
manage the project, finds it im possi- 
ble to take up the work at the pres- 
ent time, and Fred Hafer, ‘who had 
been spoken of as Mr. Weldam’s suc- 
cessor, found himself in similar 
straits. 

With either of these men able to 
take over the work of getting up the 
exhibit, it is thought that it would 
be possible to hold a creditable show 
this fall, but with men of any less 
experience, the time is considered too 
short. 

The meeting at which this. decision 
was reached was held at the cham- 
ber of commerce rooms, and every 
member of the Atlanta Real Estate 
Men’s land show committee was pres- 
ent save one. The opinion. that it is 
now too late.to hold the expasition 
this fall was unanimous. | 

Pian for Even Larger Show. 


It was decided, however, that the, 


matter should not be allowed to rest 
for a moment, and Chairman Shelby 
Smith and Frank Weldon were re- 
quested to begin making plans for an 
even larger show than has heretofore 
been considered. They are to call 
to the assistance of the real estate 
men’s committee the committee from 
the Greater Georgia Association, rep- 
resentatives of southern railroads and 
large land owners from all sections 
of the state. 

A meeting of those extesnabed in At- 
lanta in the near future will be held, 
at which time definite plans for the 
exposition on a large scale will be 
perfected. It is pignned to have a 
regularly incorporated company take 
up the matter through a board of di- 
rectors and an executive committee 
to be selected at the coming meeting, 
and some suitable man chosen to be- 
gin the first of the year the work of 
securing the exhibits and of adver- 
tising the show in every section of the 
country. 

Exhibits Unavailable Now. 

It was pointed out that it would be 
impossible at this time to secure ex- 
hibits containing all the products of 
the state, as many of these matured 
several months ago and are-now not 
available. This matter. is one that 
will be taken up in time next year 
to secure exhibits of these products 
and preserve them for the show which 
will be held late in October or early 
in November. \ 

At the meeting there was no sign of 
diminishing enthusiasm on the part 
of the promoters, in spite of the set- 
ting forward of the time for holding 
the exposition. 

Mr. Weldon and Chairman Smith 
were requested to at once begin mak- 
ing. preparations for holding the joint 
meeting here, so that everything will 
be in readiness to begin the actual 
preparations for the show, even as 
early as January of next year. HE is 
estimated that it will require at least 
nine months to work up an exposition 
of the magnitude and comp 'eteness 
of detail of that which the promoters 
are planning to put on here.

Chicago, September. 30.—Counsel for

The new line goes out of Atlanta on 
Confederate avenue, and passes under 
the belt line near ‘the Soldiers’ home 
It crosses the Georgia railroad tracks 
at Lithonia, and next goes into Con- 
yers, Atlanta to Conyers making the 
first division. From Conyers the road 
goes to Walnut Grove, in Walton coun- 
ty, thence to Jersey and Monroe, in 
the same county. High Shoals is the 
next point. Then comes Watkinsville, 
in Oconee county. Athens will be the 
next main point, and then Crawford- 
ville and Lexington. Washington, in 
Wilkes county, of course, comes in, and 
then on to Augusta, where a temporary 
halt may be made. 

Reaching its Atlanta terminais the 
road will come into the city on Con- 
federate avenue to South Boulevard, 
thence to Glennwood avenue to Grant 
street, to Logan street, to Hill street, 
to Clark street, to Martin street, td 
Rawson street, to Pulliam street, to 
Garnett street, to Madison avenue, and 
thence to Alabama street, where the 
terminals will be erected. 

A few years ago when Matthew Ma- 
son came before the public with his 
plan to build an electric line from 
Atianta to AuguSta, few thought the 
plan feasible, but Mr. Mason was con- 
fident of success. From Atlanta to 
Augusta he aroused the interests of 
the residents of the sections through 
which he passed.

« Madison, Ga., October 1.—(Special.)— 
The Apalachee Power Company, of 
Madison, just completing an exten- 
sive survey of its water power on the 
Apalachee river, under the direction 
of T. B. Johnson, civil and electrical 
engineer. The survey will show the 
entire topography of the shoal, and the 
extent of the proposed lake, based on 
an elevation of twenty-five feet at the 
head of the shoal, which has a natural 
fall of twenty-seven and one-half feet. 
This will give a head o¢ over fifty feet, 
developing 1,200-horse power. 
Surrounding the shoal the company 
has 1,160 acres of land, upon which 
it proposes to operate numerous indus- 
tries. The Central of Georgia railroad 
crosses the head of the shoal. Ad- 
joining the railroad and penetrated by 
@ sidetrack is an extensive quarry of 
Superior blue and gray granite. Be- 
low the shoal is an inexhaustible gsup- 
- ply of river sand. 
“This enterprise means a great deal 
to this section, and especially to Madi- 
gon, Monroe and towns between, since 
what power is not utilized on the spot 
‘ill be transmitted to these towns, af- 
fording them cheap power. Madison is 
only nine miles away, with the town 
of Apalachee diréctly on the line, and 
onree is 16 miles away, with the 
town Of Bostwick directly on the line.

flourishes. The report of one commit- 
tee embodied this recommendation: 

“With respect to remedial legisia- 
tion and changes in the law, your com- 
mittee would recommend that in all 
future: legislation on the subject of 
game; it-should be a primary object tc 
discourage the practice of game pre- 
serving, as incompatible with the suc- 
cessful pursuit of agriculture, hurtful 
to the morality of the laboring classes, 
destructive of that kindly feeling which 
should exist betweéen the different 
ranks of society, and generally disad- 
vantageous to the interests. of the 
country.” 

That was more than fifty years ago, 
and several similar reports have been 
made since, but nothing has been done 
to “discourage the practice of game} 
preserving.” Land continues to be 
thrown out of cultivation to provide 
sport (?), more laborers are driven to 
seek a living in the already overcrowd- 
ed towns and more poachers are sent 
to jail. Nothing will be done to place 
restrictions on game preserving as 
long as the house of lords retains its 
power of vetoing legislation. An hered- 
itary aristocracy will never consent to 
the .4mposition of restraints on its 
pleasures in the interests of the masses 
until the masses have the power to 
compel submission. 

The extent to which the game-pre- 
serving class has been able to contro! 
legislation in their interests is further 
shown by the drastic game _ laws. 
Poaching in England is punished with 
a severity out of all proportion to the 
heinousness of the offense committed 
or the damage inflicted. 

For the first offense the penalty is 
imprisonment with hard labor for a 
term not exceeding three months. But, 
after serving histerm of imprisonment, 
the culprit does not necessarily purge 
himself of his offense. Uniess he can

England pays a heavy toll for its 
Same preserves of which the degrada- 
tion of sportsmanship among the so- 
called upper classes is the smallest 
part. That in itself would count for 
little. The wholesale slaghter of 
game has a less demoralizing effect 
oh thé slaughterers probably than 
that yother outlet for superfluous 
wealth and abundant leisure—gam- 
bling. | : 

It is by the ousting of peasants to 
make way for pheasants; by the de- 
population of the rural districts and 
the filling of the city slums; by the 
suppression or discouragement of ag- 
riculture to provide a selfish and san- 
guinary pleasure for the few, that 
England pays heavily for its huge 
game preserves. It has been abund- 
antly proven that land can be put to 
no more unprofitable use than the 
production of game. In no way can 
it be made to support a smaller popu- 
lation. The money expended on game- 
keepers’ wages, etc., represents only 
a small fraction of what that land 
would pay if properly cultivated. 


Game Can*% Be Confined.

WILL END HIS DAYS IN PRISON 
RATHER THAN YIELD TO COURT 


Cartersville, Ga., October 1.—(Spe- 
cial.j}——Avowing his purpose of spend- 
ing the balance of his natural life be- 
hind prison bars in. preference to sacri- 


‘ ficing a principle, E. S. Peel occupies a 


cell in the Bartow county jail, placed 
there under a charge of contempt of 
court by Judge A. W. Fite, judge of 
the Cherokee circuit. His imprison- 
ment was the result of a refusal to 
obey the mandateg of the court, and, as 
his determination to resist the court 
seems to grow stronger with each day, 
it looks as though his term of impris- 
Onment will cover an indifinite period. 

Peel claims that he is the victim of 
a conspiracy. He also claims that poli- 
tics and several powerful secret or- 
ganizations are behind the persecu- 
tions that are pursuing him. 

The case, which contains a number 
of interesting features, had its origin 
in the state of Virginia many years 
ago, when the father of Peel, who was 
a wealthy: planter, was committed to 
an asylum. The property of Peel, Sr., 
was left to his children, gof which 
there are three—one son and two 
daughters. Peel declares that his fath- 
er invested him with a power of attor- 
ney, and that it was his express wish 
that his son administer his estate. The 
property consisted of lands in Virginia 
and a farm in Georgia, near Kingston, 
in this county, and it was over this 
administration of this property that 
Peel declares the trouble began, his 
sisters. differing with him upon cer- 
tain details, and finally in such an 
acute manner that the superior court 
é¢ this county was called upon to set- 
tle the questions that had arisen with 
regard to the property. 

Judge Fite, before whom the case 
was tried, appointed a receiver for the 
property, Which lies within his juris- 
diction, and ordered Peel not to inter- 


“tere with that officer. This Peel stout- 


ly refused to do, saying that his duty 
to his imcarcerated father demanded 
that he care for the property, and that, 
in spite of the court, he would do his 
duty. Judge Fite remonstrated with 
him, and attempted to persuade him to 
allow the receiver to administer the 
estgte; but Peel refused, saying he 
would rather go to jail for trying to 
discharge his duty to his parent than 
to be free and obey the court, whose 
mandates he claimed were contrary to 
his father’s instructions. 

When approached by a correspondent, 
Pee] said: “I am the victim of a@ con- 
spiracy. My father was antagonized 
by secrét orders, and was given trouble 
in Virginia. It has followed me to 
Georgia, and I am now suffering be- 
cause I will not accede to certain de- 
mands to which I could not ascribe 
and maintain my standing as 4 
Christian and statesman. I will have 
no attorney, nor shall I attempt to 


effect my release from prison. There is 
a principle involved, and I will stay 
here the balance of my life before I 
will give up.” 

Judge Fite declares that the man is 
clearly in contempt of court, and, as 
long as he persists in his determination 
of resisting the order, he will have to 
be kept in jail.

IWHAT CONSERVATION MEANS 


By N. P. Pratt. 


Conservation, according to its lead- 
ing advocates, means the improvement, 
the wise use and the preservation of 
our eesources. It is an intensely prac- 
tical doctrine, and business men are, 
therefore, interested in every phase of 
it. Our natural resources are not our 
only resources, though they are very 
great. The conservation of human life 
and capacity easily stands first, and in 
this regard the abolition of child labor 
and the substitution therefor of com- 
pulsory education is, as 1 see it, our 
highest duty. Akin to this, and of 
prime importance, is the duty of the 
state to all the people in the prevention 
of stream pollution and the protection 
of public heaith through wise sanitary 
laws and their strict enforcement. In 
the interest of wealth-producers from 
the soil, conservation means, also, a 
survey of the soils of the state, and, 
for the prevention of damage to fruit 
and field crops, a closer study of in- 
sect life injurious to them. We have 
made a beginning in some of these 
things; but as yet it has been a feeble 
and half-hearted beginning. 

Turning to our natural resources and 
preliminary to thelr preservation, con- 
servation means, first, a complete in- 
ventory of them. There are vast areas 
of swamp and overfiowed lands in 
Georgia, rich in the highest degree. 
These should be mapped out and plans 
formulated for their reclamation and 
sale. Four years ago a plan by the 
nationa] and state governments for a 
study of our water powers, including 
stream surveys and gauging ecoe™ 
continued for want of cooptiati... by 
the state, due to lack of funds. These

As to our forests, the southern Ap- 
walachians carry the nation’s future 
supply of hardwoods. Those of us who 
have never visited our mountain coun- 
ties have no conception of the natural 
beauty and extent of them. In fact, we 
know nothing whatever about them, 
and it is time. steps were being taken 
to preserve them and to encourage 
modern forestry methods. Owing to 
ignorance and to: the annual firing of 
the woods, their natural increase aver- 
ages, according to the United States 
forest service, only 120 feet board 
measure per acre per annum, In Sax- 
ony, for instance, where timber cone 
servation has long been a necessity, 
the practice of approved forestry 
methods and protection produces an 
annual increase of 1,116 feet board 
measure per acre, or practically ten 
times the annual growth of the Geor- 
zia forests. ’ 

The state owns the oyster beds in 
its marine waters; but they are being 
rapidly depleted without leave or li- 
cense, and totally without care for 
their conservation. We still have some 
little game and fish left, in spite of no 
protection whatever; but one of our 
best species of food fishes, the shad, for 
want of protection, have almost disape 
peared from their natural habitat in 
the Savannah river. 

Not only business men, but every 
man and woman is interested, and it 
is time to ask what we are going to te 
about it in a practical way. It is go- 
ing to cost something to do what's 


required, but is it not worth while?

LORIMER PROBING 
HEARING ITS CLOSE 


Only Few More Wit- 
nesses to Be Introduced 


by Prosecution. 


Chicago, October 1.—When the Lori- 
mer investigating committee adjourned 
today to reconvene’ Monday morning, 
the major number of the witnesses in 
support of the contention that the 
election of Senator Lorimer was in- 


| validated by reason of corrupt prac- 


tices, had been heard. 

Minority Leader Lee O’Neil Browne, 
State Senator John Broderick and Rep- 
resentative Robert E. Wilson, who 
have been implicated by witnesses in 
the alleged bribery of legislators, had 
not then been served with subpoenas 
to testify before the committee. They 
are wanted as witnesses in support of 
the charges of bribery and corruption 
in the Lorimer election. 

Attorney Austrian told the commit- 
tee that beside these ‘three legislators, 
who are under indictment on charges 
srowing out of the alleged occurrences 
in the legislature, he expected to call 
Jacob Groves and 
George W. English to the witness stand 
and to recall for a short period Rpr- 
sentative Charles A. White and Repre- 
sentative H. J. C. Beckemeyr. 

Mrs. Charles E. Luke, widow of Rep- 
resentative Luke, is also wanted as a 
witness. : 

.The committee today refused to per- 
mit a witness to testify to alleged 
Statements of Representative Luke, 
relative to his vote fer Senator Lori- 
mer, on the ground that it was hearsay 
evidence.

UNCLE SAM'S CASH 
SHOWS A GALANT 


Government Receipts Ex- 


ceed Disbursements by 
Tidy Sum.

Washington, October 1.—Uncle Sam 
balanced his books and counted his 
cash today for September and found 
that for the first time since the pres- 
year began On July 1 the 
government has taken in more money 
in a month than it has been obliged 
to pay out. 

The cash drawer showed a balance 


the payments on the Panama canal 
work and the public debt could be ex- 
the surplus would $3,456,572. 

There was a deficit of nearly $4,000,- 
000 for the corresponding month last 
year. To date the total deficit for 
the fiscal year is $15,910,660, age 
against a corresponding total deficit 
of $32,169,315 last year at this time. 

The favorable showing can be at- 
tributed to larger receipts and small- 
er expenditures. Total receipts for 
the month were $55,983,578 and dis- 
bursements $52,527,006. The expendi- 
tures were a good $6,000,000 less than 
on August 1 and the receipts were 
around $1,000,000 greater. There

Issues of national bank notes as 
reported through the currency bureau 
appear quite steady with a tendency 
to advance. The banks increased 
their issues about $3,000,000 during 
the month and there was at the close 
of business yesterday $720,795,606 of 
such currency outstdnding. It is an 
increase of about $18,000,000 over a 
year ago.

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The machinery for cooling milk so it 
can be brought into the city ata tem- 
perature less than 50 degrees. was set 
up in the laboratory of Dr., Claude A, 
Smith, bacteriologist, Saturday 
morning and it will be ready to demon- 
strate to the dairymen this week that 
the proposed new law will not operate 
any hardship. , 

Dr. Smith, although 
souri, thinks that seeing is believing, 
and he decided to let the dairymen 
see. exactly how milk can be cooled as 
the board of health thinks it should be. 
Hie, therefore, procured a full set of 
apparatus and had it placed in his 
office. 

Already a number of dairymen have 
seen the machine and they expressed 
the opinion that “it would do the 
work.” 

The machine, a picture.of which is 
shown, pumps the milk through tubes 
which are cooled with ice, It works 
easily and’ at a very small cost. The 
whole outfit costs but little. With its 
use milk can be cooled down to nearly 
the freezing point and then placed 
in cans for delivery. When it reaches 
the consumer it will still be § cold 
eriougzh to be below 50 degrees, the 
temperature required by the new ordi- 
mance, which the city is now consider- 
ing.

Longest Time.” It is a recognition Dy 
the south of the basic fact that all 
prosperity is based upon our natural 
resources, which must be safeguarded 
and protected for the use of our chil- 
dren and our children’s children if our 
nationai life is. to be propitiated. It is 
the first act of the south to take 
thought of the morrow, 

“The significance of the movement, 
which is national in its scope, is not 


i whether our natural resources shall be 


conserved or destroyed, but the issue 
is for whom shall the resources te 
conserved, for the people or the spe- 
cial- interests? The movement is a 
great moral issue, and will strong'y 
oppose all legislation or administration 
in opposition to the rights of the peo- 


ple. 

“The meeting will call together some 
of the most noted men of the country 
to discuss one of the weightiest prob- 
lems of the day. The south has been 
blessed by nature with marvelous re- 


sources, but much of her inheritance 
has been wasted in riotous living: Her 
forests have been needlessly destroyed 
and her lands have been reduced in 
productiveness.

“Thee Southern Conservation Con-
